W a s h in g to n , Ju ly 6th.—Attorney-G en­ 
eral Devens has given an opinion on the power 
of the President to appoint during the recess 
of Congress to vacancies occurring either dur­ 
ing the recess or during the sessions of the 
Senate, and the appointm ent for which the 
Senate may have refused to confirm.

opinion was elicited by a letter from Secre­ 
tary Sherman relative to the appointm ent of 
John F. H artran ft a3 Collector at Philadel­ 
phia : 
I am of th e opinion th at the vacancy in the Col- 
leutorahip o f the port of Philadelphia having oc­ 
curred during the session of the Senate, the Senate 
having adjourned w ithout acting upon the nomina­ 
tion sent it, the President may now appoint the 
nominee or any other person to fill the vacancy by 
a tem porary commission, to expire at the end of the 
next sessioo of -the Senate, and th at the condition 
of the office is not affected by any provision of the 
tenure of office Act, and will not he until the end of 
the next session of the Senate, w ithout the confir- 
malion of a nominee. 
A fter careful exam ination 1 
am satisfied th at not only has the practice of Presi­ 
dents been uniform in this regard, bu t th at it has 
been sustained, whenever brought into controversy, 
by the advice of the respective A ttorneysG eneral.

Shannon, the 
challenging party, fired first, the ball striking 
the ground near Cash’s feet. 
Cash then fired, 
and the ball passed through Shannon’s heart. 
Death was instantaneous. 
Colonel Shannon 
denied to the last having reflected on Mrs. 
Cash in certain legal 
proceedings which 
caused the trouble, and he challenged Cash 
on account of the latter’s abusive publication 
concerning him. 
Shannon was a lawyer of 
high character, and leaves a large and de­ 
pendent family. 
This fatal duel vi as the out­ 
come of a controversy between Colonel Cash, 
Captain W . I.. Depass and Colonel Shannon. 
Depaas and Cash made arrangements to fight, 
but did not meet in consequence of the arrest 
of the former. 
Shannon was then challenged 
by M r. Clinchy, one of the parties to the 
controversy, but the challenge was refused. 
Caeh then published Shannon as a coward, 
and out of this, it is supposed, the meeting 
arose. 
The difficulties above mentioned led 
to the formation of 
the Camden Dueling 
Association. 
Colonel Shannon was about 60 
years of age, and universally beloved and re­ 
spected.

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST ACCIDENTS. 


The fall of an awning on K street on 
Monday resulted in more or less serious 
injury to a score of people. The only won­ 
der is, however, not that one awning should 
have fallen, but that several did not. 
For 
there are few things concerning which 
more carelessness is manifested by property 
owners than the safety of awnings. 
In 
tbe case under notice the awning appears 
to have been conspicuously insecure and 
frail, yet the owner of the property had 
neither taken any steps to strengthen it, 
nor had he even cautioned his tenants 
against putting confidence in it. 
If prop- 
erty-owners generally understood that they 
lay them selves liable to actions for swing­ 
ing damages when accidents of this kind 
occur on their premises, it is probable 
that they would be more careful. 
One 
such suit is likely toco3t more than a great 
many new awnings, and the property-owner 
who endangers life and limb cannot expect 
to find any leniency in the courts. 
The 
question, however, is somewhat broader 
than this. 
Iu towns where awnings are 
as necessary 
as 
in 
Sacramento, 
and 
where 
they 
are 
certain to be used 
for sight-seeing on all oc'cavions, there 
ought to be eomc means of guaranteeing 
their safety. 
To this end it might be 
made part of the duties of either the City 
Surveyor, the Superintendent of Streets, 
or other official, to inspect all the awnings 
in the city once a year, and order the re­ 
moval or repair of such structures as he 
found in a dangerous condition. 
This is 
the more desirable since wooden structures 
which arc painted are liable to fall iato a 
state of almost complete decay before their 
condition is noticed. 
They « ill hang to­ 
gether when riddled with dry or w et rut, 
presenting a substantial appearance until a 
heavy strain is put upon them, and then 
collapsing with disastrous consequences. 
Every man who la s an awning liable to be 
used for sight seeing ought to welcome 
such an annual inspection, for it would 
guarantee him against the practically un­ 
lim ited expense alv. ays liable to attend a 
serious accident. 
Of course the right of 
action for damages could not be surren­ 
dered or suspended, but at least an addi­ 
tional safeguard would be introduced by 
adopting the plan here suggested.

We print to-day, and recommend to the 
careful attention of our readers, an article 
from the New York Nation upon General 
Garfield's connection with the Credit Mo- 
bilier affair. 
The Nation ha? analyzed the 
case with complete impartiality, lias shown 
precisely how the charge originated, and 
what it rests on, and after giving the full­ 
est examination to the whole - case reaches 
the conclusion that the accused is not 
guilty. 
It is scarcely necessary to say 
that such testimony from a journal which 
deservedly possesses so high a reputation for 
probity and scrupulousness is of very great 
weight, but the Nation's exhibit is of a 
character to convince all who are not hope­ 
lessly prejudiced by partisan policy. 
The 
question of Garfield's implication iu the 
Credit Mobilier business is unfcrtunately 
not one which can be determined either 
way by conclusive evidence. 
It is em­ 
phatically a question of presumptions, for 
there has never been produced any positive 
and unmistakable proof connecting him 
with the matter. 
The charge against him 
rests upon the averments of Oakes Ames 
regarding acts alleged to have taken place 
between four and five years previously, 
and for the confirmation of which allega­ 
tions only a vague and inconclusive 
memorandum could be exhibited. 
Oakes 
Ames said that he had held ten shares of 
Credit Mobilier stock for Garfield, and 
that he had paid him §329 on account of 
dividends on that stock. 
Garfield denied 
that he had ever agreed to take any stock, 
but stated that he had on one occasion bor­ 
rowed §390 from Ames. 
The only corrob­ 
oration of Ames’ account consisted in a 
memorandum by which Garfield appeared 
to be credited with ten shares cf stock, but 
which furnished no indication that any 
payments had ever been made to him. The 
corroboration of Garfield’s account consists 
in the fact that he never possessed any stock, 
and that though aceordiug to Ames the 
latter held certain stock for Garfield, it 
never got into his hands nor were any divi­ 
dends paid to him. 
The natural presump­ 
tion is that if Garfield had regarded him­ 
self as the owner of this stock, he would 
have demanded possession of it, and would 
certainly have sought the dividends which 
were being paid on it. 
But neither Ames 
nor anyone else has ever asserted that he 
acted as though the stock was his, 
or as though he had any claim for divi­ 
dends upon it. 
Ultimately the issue re­ 
solves itself into one of veracity as between 
Ames and Garfield, and here again it is ev­ 
ident that the preponderance of probabili- 
ity is upon the side of the latter. 
In the 
first place the Credit Mobilier investiga­ 
tion showed that the memory of Oakes 
Ames was very treacherous. He repeatedly 
referred to this infirmity in the course of 
his evidence, and though heat onetime af­ 
fected to be positive that Garfield had 
taken the stock, he could not, when sharply 
pressed, support the assertion. 
He in fact 
admitted that he “ may have been mistak­ 
en ” in supposing that the payment he 
made to Garfield was on account of divi­ 
dends, and not as a loan, and the more 
closely the case is examined the more 
probable will it appear that he was mis­ 
taken in this. 


The circumstance that the Poland Com­ 
m ittee believed Garfield to have taken 
stock is cited by the Democrats as proof 
of bis implication. 
But as tbe Nation 
well observes, “ the evidence on which 
“ they based their conclusions is before 
“ the world,” and it is open to every ODe 
to draw from it quite a3 correct inferences 
as were possible to the committee. 
A cu­ 
rious and not a creditable feature of this 
controversy is the sudden respect assumed 
by the Democrats for the integrity of 
Oakes Ames. 
At the time of the Credit 
Mobilier inquiry no such theory was enter­ 
tained regarding him. 
He was then de­ 
nounced as a consummate scoundrel, ard 
his m endacity was quite as generally as­ 
sumed as his truthfulness is now.

This second 
story fortunately admits of refutation or 
establishment. 
If Hancock ever made 
any such statement to General Sherman, 
the latter of course must remember it. 
We do not regard this story as being 
highly probable, for we doubt whether in 
such a case General Sherman would not 
have been apt to consider that he too had 
a duty to perform, and that this duty re­ 
quired the prompt exposure of his subordi­ 
nate’s designs, at the very least. 
It is, 
however, in order to point oat that such 
doings as are now ascribed to Hancock are 
precisely of the kind most likely to endear 
him to the Confederate Brigadiers who 
procured liis nomination, and that an ia- 
llexiblo loyalty to the Union has never 
hitherto had any attraction for that class 
of people. 
In seeking the reasons which 
induced the South to insist upon the selec­ 
tion of this man, it is undoubtedly neces­ 
sary to look beneath the surface, and to 
specially inquire for motives such as are 
most likely to influence those who still 
hope to reverse the verdict of the war.

But this very 
fame finally disgusted him so that he 
resolved to sell off the entire collection. 
He declared that he was bored to death 
by people coming to see his rarities, and 
so about a’year ago he caused everything 
to he sold at auction. 
The talc lasted 
several weeks, and was attended by all the 
collectors and virtuosi of Europe. 
The 
aggregate receipts were extremely large, 
and it was believed by several good judges 
that Demidoff had actually realized a 
very smart jrroflt upon his original invest­ 
ments. 
No question of pecuniary benefit 
was present in his mind, however, for he 
has always been too wealthy to enjoy’ the 
delights of that form cf speculation. 
If, 
indeed, he has sustained as heavy a loss at 
play as the telegraph alleges, it will make 
very little difference to him ; and if he 
should gamble away the whole of his prop­ 
erty, and then go and hang himself, it 
would make no difference at all to that 
world which lie has never benefited by his 
existence.

In concluding our article on the Republican 
nominee last week we alluded to certain 
charges, having an unpleasant aspect, which 
it would not do for his political friends to 
ignore. Of these by far the worst-look­ 
ing was that which associated his name 
with the 
Credit Mobilier swindle as a 
holder of stock in 
that 
concern, and 
in which he was accused of a disingenuous at­ 
tempt to free himself from his proper share 
of responsibility in the matter by pretending 
that the dividend which he received from the 
stock was a small loan of money from Oakes 
Ames. Tlie Republican papers have touched 
upon the matter in such a v.ay as to show 
that they would feel much more comfortable 
if there were no such charge to meet. We 
have, therefore, made a careful examination 
cf all the evidence against Mr. Garfield 
elicited by the Boland committee during the 
celebrated investigation of 1S73, with a view 
of giving our readers a correct idea of its 
character and of the probable conclusions to 
be drawn from it. 
It will be remembered that the investiga­ 
tion originated from the putting of some one 
hundred and eighty shares of stock iu the 
hands of Mr. Ames as trustee, for the pur­ 
pose of “ placing it where it would do most 
good.” This was done some time in tlie year 
18il7. 
Mr. Ames thereupon applied to a 
dozeu or more of his personal friends in Con­ 
gress to invest small sums in it on terms as- 
iiberal as the investors could honestly expect. 
Some [.aid in cash, and to those who had uot 
the cash to spare he offered to hold the stock 
until the dividends should pay for it. The 
general fact that somo of the stock had been 
held by members of Congress leaked out dur­ 
ing the Presidential campaign of 1872, and 
on the opening of the session of Congress in 
December of that year, Speaker Blaine, 
whose name had been prominently mentioned 
in connection with the matter, moved the ap­ 
pointment of a committee of investigation. 
We are now concerned only with such of the 
evidence taken by the committee as relates 
to Mr. Garfield, of which the following is a 
summary made tip from the report .of the 
committee. 
Among the first papers presented was a 
rough memorandum submitted by Mr. Mc- 
Comb, containing names of about a dozeu 
members of Congress supposed to have in­ 
vested iu tho stock. The name “ Garfield” 
appears on the paper, hut no indication of the 
number of shares or any other particulars. 
On his opening examination, December 17, 
1872, Mr. Oakes Ames 3ays of Garfield : “ J 
agreed to get ten shares of stock for him, and 
hold it until he could pay for it.” He added 
that Mr. Garfield never took his stock and 
never paid for it, and he had no recollection 
of ever having paid him any dividend. He 
had, however, given him (Mr. Garfield) some 
§300 or §400, which he called a ’can. (It will 
be remembered that at the time this evidence 
was given nearly five years had elapsed since 
the supposed transaction.) The next day 
Mr. Ames repeated, in the most unqualified 
manner, that Mr. Garfield had never paid for 
any stock or received any dividend. 
On January 22d he told a somewhat differ­ 
ent story. In December, 1867, or -January, 
1868, Mr. Garfield agreed to take stock. In 
the following JuV Mr. Ames sold the bonds 
belonging to bis stork for §770, and received 
a cash dividend of §000, which, after deduct­ 
ing §47 interest, left a balance of §329 due to 
each holder of ten shares. This sum be paid 
Mr. Garfield, and that, he said, was the sole 
transaction between them. He did not know 
how the sum was paid, blit supposed it was 
[>aid in money. When asked whether he had 
made any statement to Mr. Garfield of what 
he was paying the money for, he replied : 
“ I presume I did ; I think I did with all of 
them; that is my impression.” He “ sup­ 
posed ” Mr. Garfield understood this to be 
the balance of his dividend. He remembered 
110 conversation in the transaction, and never 
delivered any certificate. Dividends iu Union 
Pacific stock had been declared on these 
shares, but Mr. Garfield had never asked for 
any of them. He “ presumed ” the §329 was 
paid by a check on the Sergrant-at-Anns. 
Un January 29;h lie said that he had never 
offered to pay Mr. Garfield any more divi­ 
dends, but stiil considered the ten shares of 
stock ns belonging to him. He aiso said, that 
in conversation with Mr. Garfield since the 
investigation commenced, the latter arcued 
that there was still §2,409 cine him on his 
shares, r.am- ly, §1,000 Credit-Mobilier stock, 
§1.000 in Union Pacific stock, and §400 in 
stocks ard bonds : and in support of Lis 
statement submitted the following memo­ 
randum in Mr. Garfield’s handwriting :

He found this little piece of paper on his 
table a few days after the conversation, anil 
thimeht that, as there was a conflict cf testi­ 
m ony, it might be worth preserving. 
Except this scrap of paper, Mr. Ames’ rec­ 
ollection was not, up to this point, supported 
by any documentary evidence whatever. 
He 
had produced 110 original paper, memoran­ 
dum, entry, or check of any kind, by himself 
i or any one else, showing that Mr. Garfield 
had ever agreed to take the stock, or receive 
the dividend on it. 
He stated the circum­ 
stances entirely from memory, and, when 
pressed for particulars, said he had forgotten 
them. 
According to his own testimony his 
memory was of little value as evidence: 
“ People ask me about things .that happened 
a year ago, and I cannot tell whether it was 
ten years ago or one.” 
Allusions to this de­ 
fect of memoiy were frequent during his ex­ 
amination. 
On February 11th the ease took a new turn 
by the production of Mr. Ames’ celebrated 
memorandum-book, showing his dealings with 
each Congressional subscriber to the stock. 
The following is the only entry bearing on 
■our present inquiry :

money himself or given the check to Mr. 
Garfield, which seems to us almost equixalent 
to saying that he did not remember anything' 
at all about it. 
Mr. Garfield says that when 
Mr. Ames lent him the money the latter said 
that if he took the stock they could settle 
both matters together, so that it was easy for 
the transactions to have been associated in 
Mr. Ames’ mind. He also says that w’hen he 
repaid this loan he took no receipt, as he had 
given none, but verbally’declined the proposal 
to take the offered stock. Nor is there any­ 
thing improbable in the supposition that Mr. 
Ames may have tendered the check, and that 
Mr. Garfield, being in want of money, may 
have accepted it as a loan in case he finally 
declined the stock, and a dividend in case he 
took it. However this might have been, both 
agree that there was no further communica­ 
tion between them on the subject, and that 
Mr. Ames never paid or offered to pay him 
subsequent dividends, and never tendered 
him any evidence of ownership. 
T his last fact seems conclusive of the main 
question, because it proves that Mr. Garfield 
never considered himself the owner of the 
stock. It is highly improbable that he al­ 
lowed Mr. Ames to hold for him stocks and 
moneys of a cash value of one or two thou­ 
sand dollars for four years without a scrap of 
evidence to prove his claim iu case of Mr. 
Ames’ death, without once asking fora dollar 
of the dividends, and without making any at­ 
tempt to realize upon a dangerous invest­ 
ment. 
To add 
to 
the 
improbability 
of the case, he had, in the meantime, built 
himself a house, a proceeding which usually 
impels men of slender means to search dili­ 
gently for all moneys to which they are en­ 
titled. 
in addition to all this, if Mr. Gar­ 
field held the stock, knowing it to be disrepu­ 
table, he had an additional motive for dis­ 
connecting his name from i t ; so that the 
plaintiff’s ease implies, not only that he de-. 
liied himself his money in this inexplicable 
manner, but that he did so under peril of ex­ 
posure. 
We consider the admitted conduct of both 
parties during the four years alluded to, from 
1868 to 1872, as sufficiently refuting the un­ 
certain and vacillating testimony of Mr. 
Ames as to what Mr. Gai field agreed to 
do. 
No doubt he held the ten shares 
of 
stock 
for 
Mr. Garfield; 
he 
was 
very desirous that the name and good­ 
will of that gentleman should be secured, and 
he had no reasons for otherwise disposing of 
the stock. The transaction, entirely verbal 
in its form, was one in which there was room 
for indefinite misunderstanding 
on both 
sides, and it is quite possible that Mr. Ames 
might have forgotten any verbal refusal of 
the stock. At the same time his failure to 
tender either dividends or evidences of owner­ 
ship lends color to the suspicion that he no 
more looked upon Mr. Gaifield as owner than 
the latter did himself. His apparent state­ 
ment that Mr. Garfield, after he had been 
implicated by the testimony, claimed §2,400 
due him, is so preposterous that we need not 
quote Mr. Garfield’s explanation of the mis­ 
take. 
At the same time it is to be remembered 
that the Congressional Committee, which 
contained such Republicans as Mr. Poland, 
Mr. Banks and Mr. McCrary, did find 
that Mr. Garfield agreed to take the stock, 
and received the diiidenil of §329; in other 
words, they believed Mr. Ames’ story, and 
did not believe Mr. Garfield’s denial. But 
tlie evidence on which they based their con­ 
clusion is before the world, and they have no 
such judicial authority as to make their find­ 
ing anything more than a very disagreeable 
fact for Mr. Garfield's friends and a very use­ 
ful one for his enemies. 
We must say for our 
own part that until now we had overlooked the 
long interval which elapsed between the distri­ 
bution of the etock and payment of the divi­ 
dend and the investigation. We are satisfied 
that Mr. Ames' admitted failure during all 
that period of four years either to attempt to 
deliver the stock or to pay any subsequent 
dividends 011 it, aud Mr. Garfield’s admitted 
failure to ask for either stock or dividends, 
though confessedly in great need of money, 
give Mr. Garfield’s version cf the transaction 
the strongest kind of corroboration, and, 
taken in connection with what is known of 
his life and character, would be sufficient, if 
he were not a Presidential candidate, to clear 
him in the eyes of all reasonable men of 
every imputation arising out of it.

In the event of an 
exposure it was evidently desirable to have 
the best possible reputations at risk, and 
therefore very natural to i ffer stock to men of 
the light kind on very liberal terms. About 
the end of 1807 Mr. Garfield was approached, 
both bv George Francis Train and Mr. Ames, 
with offers of ten shares of stock at par, with 
the assurance that i; would pay good divi­ 
dend*. He neither positively declined nor 
accepted, but. held the matter under advise­ 
ment. Some time during the next few months 
Mr. Garfield, having exhausted lii* funds Ly 
a jotHi.iv t<> Europe, borrowed $300 of Mr. 
Aun9, Whether this loan, which he admits 
having received, is really identical with ti e 
dividend of §329 which Mr. Ames professed 
to have paid him, may be an open question, 
but tho preponderance cf probability seems 
to bo in the affirmative, for the simple reason 
that it was very natural that Mr. Ames’ 
treacherous memory should have been slightly 
at fault after tho lapse of five years. We 
might pertinently ask whether or.e can cor­ 
rectly be said to remember a payment wheu 
he cannot recall a singlo one of the at­ 
tendant circumstances.

CHINA 
AND 
JAPAN.

CHINA. 
There is little news as to the position of 
affaire at Pekin. 
A correspondent says : 
There is r.o doubt in regard to there being 
a strong war party ; and it seems probable 
that only the inability of Russia to engage 
iu further conflict will avert the calamity. 
The situation is somewhat the same as it 
was after tho Tientsin massacre, with this 
exccjirion, that then ChiDa was terrified, 
now she is hold aud ['resuming. 
Now, a3 
then, her antagonist is brave but crippled. 
The Chopa Shimhun says that “ the Chi­ 
nese Government has prohibited opium 
smoking throughout the whole of the Em­ 
pire, and after two months, if any one vio- 
¡ates the law on the subject, lie will be very 
severely punished.” Special proclamations 
against opium smoking and gambling have 
also been issued at Shanghai. 


The Japan Mail of June 18th has tho 
following : The principal event of the past 
fortnight has been the departure of tho 
Emperor with a considerable suite on a 
tour through a jKrti n of his dominions. 
No news has yet been received of the 
reception met with by the United States 
man-of-war Ticonderoga in Corea. 
It is 
ovident, however, that the Coreans are con­ 
siderably exercised in their minds jnst 
cow. 
In our last mail issue we alluded to 
an alleged landing effected by a detach­ 
ment from a Russian man-of-war. 
Ver­ 
nacular journals here report the arrival of 
H. M. S- Pegasus in Fusan, where there 
u ..s previously another British war vessel. 
Calls were interchanged between the Cap­ 
tain of tho new arrival and the Japanese 
Consul, who is said to have assisted the 
fo-eigners, as far as lay in his power, in 
the investigations. 
It is added that tbo 
natives had organized forces, and were pre­ 
pared to offer armed resistance to any at­ 
tempt at close intercourse, and that, dur­ 
ing the stay of the English vessels in the 
harbor, the Corean Governor prohibited 
his people’s visits to the Japanese settle­ 
ment, thus causing what trade there is to

B o a rd o f H e a l t h .—The Board of Health 
held its regular monthly meeting last even­ 
ing. Present, Drs. Hugbson, Kellogg and 
1’ybucn and Health Officer Phillips. The 
report of the Health Officer was received, 
and placed on file. Among other matters 
contained in it is a statement of the discovery 
of a store of bones on the corner of Fifth and 
I streets of exhumed skeletons to the num­ 
ber of between fifty and sixty bodies, gath­ 
ered and stored there awaiting shipment to 
China. The necessary step3 are being taken 
for their removal, upon proper permits first 
to be obtained from the Superintendent of 
City Cemeteries, and the requisite fee of 810 
for each body exhumed will also be required. 
A bill of M. S. Hammer for balance of drugs 
furnished the City Dispensary, of 853, was al­ 
lowed. The bill of A. C. Tuft for drugs for 
same purpose to June 1st, under recent con­ 
tract, amounting to §11 18, and also bill 
from same for the month.of June, amount­ 
ing to §28 70, were allowed. The cost of 
drugs for supplying the City Dispensary un­ 
der the contract system is found to cost the 
couuty not to exceed 30 per ecDt. of what it 
did under the prior method of purchasing, 
and is very satisfactory to the Board. 
The 
.Secretary called the attention of the Board 
to the fact that no reports have been received 
from the City Dispensary, as required by 
law, for the past two month0, but no action 
was taken. The Board then adjourned. 
“ Ten T h o u sa n d M illio n s .”—E .B . Hunt, 
who resides about one and a half miles down 
the Riverside road, says there are “ ten 
thousand millions ” of the anny worm on his 
ranch, which are eating up everything before 
them. Hé thinks that unless the hop fields 
are guarded in that vicinity the crop and 
vines will be entirely destroyed, and that the 
depredations of the new arrivals will extend 
into the city unless prevented by ditches dug 
to stop them. Some six or eight years agua 
similar visitation was experienced at the old 
beet-sugar works within tho levees east of the 
city, and at that time several hundred turkeys 
were turned loose upon Mr. Worm and made 
Abort v.-ork of him. The turkeys were place! 
in long rows, and the word “ go” being 
given, they went and hever quit until sur­ 
feited with worms. 
Then new detachments 
of turkeys were marched to the front, and in 
the end the worms were not only defeated 
but exterminated. 
In another part, not far 
from the beet sugar works, light trenches 
were made with a heavy plow and smoothed 
out by hand. In these leaves, twigs aud 
straw were burned and the worms tumbled in 
as they marched and were done brown. 
Others dug trenches, awaited the enemy, and 
annihilated him as lie fell into the ditches. 


R em ain s o f J. M. B u r to n R e c o v e re d .— 
The body of J. M. Burton, who was drowned 
in tho Sacramento river near the Pioneer 
Mills, in this city, on the 5th ultimo, was 
found yesterday by two fishermen—McCall 
Delion and Plasedor Holliday—among some 
driftwood iu an eddy in front of Merkley’s 
ranch, about a mile and a half below* the city. 
The Coroner was at once notified and went to 
to the locality and found a portion of the 
body exposed above the water, but so fa*tened 
among the driftwood that a large portion of 
the latter had to be removed before the re­ 
mains could be taken from their position. An 
inquest was held last evening at the Coroner’s 
office and a verdict rendered that the body 
was that of J . M. Burton, and that he came 
to liis death bj* accidental drowning.

pockets were found several keys, one silver 
watch aud chain, a padlock, fifty-five cents 
in change, a pair of sleeve-buttons and 
a copy Ot the R ecord-U nion.

boiler,” and was vertical, with gun barrels 
for tubes.

Baltimore and Ohio llailraad, from th e 
depot at Baltimore to Ellicott’s Mills, 
August 28, 1S30.
